This international search report has not been established in respect of certain claims under 
Article 1 7(2)(a) for the following reasons: 

Claims Nos.: 13-17 because they relate to subject matter not required to be searched by this 
Authority, namely: 

Although claims 13 to 15 and 17 are directed to methods of treatment of the human or animal 
body, the subject matters of claims 13 to 15 and 17 were included in the search based on the 
alleged effects of the disclosed peptide compounds, but no establishment of novelty, inventive 
step and industrial application of the subject matters of claims 1 3 to 1 5 and 1 7 was carried 
out. 

Claim 16 is directed to a method of preventing binding between Ap42 and human neutrophils 
through peptides according to the subject matters of claims 1-11. Since this fonnulation does 
not exclude a potential treatment of the animal or human body, the subject matter of claim 1 6 
was searched as described above but had to be excluded from the establishment of novelty, 
inventive step and industrial application of the subject matters of claim 16. 

Claims Nos.: 12, 16, 20 because they relate to parts of the international application that do 
not comply with the prescribed requirements to such an extent that no meaningful 
international search can be carried out, specifically: 
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1) Claim 12 is directed to "A W-rich peptide mimic". Since no such substances are disclosed 
in the application, neither the search nor the establishment of novelty, inventive step and 
industrial application of the subject matters of claim 12 were carried out. 

2) The parts of claims 16 and 20 which refer to "a W-rich peptide mimic" lack disclosure since 
no peptide mimic is described in the application. Therefore, these parts of claims 16 and 20 
had to be excluded from the search as well as the establishment of novelty, inventive step 
and industrial application of the subject matters of claims 1 6 and 20. 
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
